The present application contains four separate Independent compound 
claims of overlapping scope (see claims 1, 2, 16 and 17). The 
aforementioned claims therefore lack conciseness. Moreover, lack of 
clarity of the claims as a whole arises, since the plurality of 
Independent claims makes it difficult, if not Impossible, to determine 
the matter for which protection is sought, and places an undue burden on 
others seeking to establish the extent of the protection (Article 6 PCT). 
A further lack of clarity arises owing to the fact that a seemingly 
arbitrary selection of compounds have been disclaimed In claim 2 but not 
in the broader claim 1. Many of the variables In the claims are so 
111 -defined that It is impossible to determine the subject-matter for 
which protection Is sought. For example, It Is not clear whether the 
definition of X4 In claim 2 as being C0-C4alkylR5R6 Is intended to Imply 
that X4 may be absent (i.e. for CO-alkyl), 

The initial phase of the search revealed a very large number of documents 
relevant to the Issue of novelty. So many documents were retrieved (see 
search report for a selection of documents) that it is impossible to 
determine which parts of the claims may be said to define subject-matter 
for which protection might legitimately be sought (Article 6 PCT). For 
these reasons, a meaningful search over the whole breadth of the claims 
Is impossible. Consequently, the search has been restricted to compounds 
of formula I as defined in claim 2 wherein XI, X2 and X3 are as defined 
In claim 5, N2 Is as defined In claim 7 and X4 Is defined as in claim 10.
